The fact that Mr. Eisenhower 
did almost deplete the nation of 
conventional ground forces is 
precisely why it was necessary 
for President Kennedy to say, 
with major emphasis, that we 
would use nuclear weapons to 
defend West Berlin if aggression 
began. We didn’t have anything 
else. 


The Seal-Off 


It has not been confirmed by 
our intelligence, but the West 
Germans are convinced, on the 
basis of their information, that 
on the night the East Germans 
sealed off their sector of Berlin, 
the Russians hoped for some re- 
sistance on our part. There are 
persons who still argue that we 
should simply have sent a tank 
or so across into East Berlin and 
stopped the seal-off activities.

have ensued. It would have been 
done with conventional weapons. 
The Russians would have pro- 
claimed that no nuclear weapons 
would be used.

They are superbly trained and 
their morale is high. They would 
have given a magnificent account 
of themselves. But, they were less 
than a division in strength. 


The Russians, with at least 32 
divisions, and perhaps 37, in East 
Germany, could have replied to 
any airborne drop of U.S. troops 
at a rate of three or four divisions 
to one. Airborne operations would 
have been difficult, since control 
of the air could have been main- 
tained because of the nearness of 
Soviet-based intercepters in East 
Berlin, East Germany, Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland. 


The French and West German 
fear was that by a rapid expan- 
sion of their huge totals of ground 
forees, the Russians could quickly 
have occupied all of West Ger- 
many. 


Our Strength

At a time when Western Europe at last 
seems to be moving toward unity, France’s 
internal troubles could set the effort back 
a decade. 

President de Gaulle, whose strange re- 
luctance to follow the lead of Britain and 
the United States in seeking some sort of 
arrangement with the Russians at Berlin 
has increased the dangers there, is sitting 
astride a situation that could explode any 
day.

Disposable Income Is 
Record Billion a Day 


Power of the American economy is 
often a subject of debate. Extent of that 
power can be judged by a recent com- 
pilation on personal income by the U. S. 
Department of Commerce. 


This figure shows that the purchasing 
power of the American people has now 
reached a level of a billion dollars a day 
for every day of the year, Sundays and 
holidays included. This collective total 
was arrived at after disposing of personal 
income tax bills, which last year added 
up-to more than 50 billion dollars by 
federal, local and state governments. 


Disposable personal income in 1960 
hit a record 350 billions in spite of the 
recession. Wages and salaries accounted 
for about 70 per cent of the total. 
ond biggest source was savings and in- 
vestments, which only recently replaced 
proprietors’ income in that position. 
Transfer payments such as Social Se- 
curity now account for 7 per cent of 
the total income dollar. 


Of course, everything is not rosy with” 


the American economy. But its power 
and diffusion as shown by these figures 
indicate that the nation can and will 
afford to shore up its shortcomings, Mr.

A police officer rushed up and when he had ascertained that 
the lady was not dead he gave her a ticket. 


Her feelings were roughly sim- 
ilar to those that state govern- 
ment officials are going to experi- 
ence on the day that the Supreme 
Court decides that it is proper 
for the federal government to in- 
tervene in behalf of wronged ur- 
ban voters in states. 


She knew she wasn’t supposed 
to jaywalk. But she never 
dreamed anyone would do any- 
thing about it. State officials 
know they aren’t supposed to dis- 
criminate against voters. But 
they don’t believe anyone will do 
anything about it. 

States’ rights is one of the most 
American of all the American po- 
litical ideals. The doctrine, as 
originally conceived, was to be an 
extra, added protection for the 
citizen against government. It was 
a doctrine of freedom. 

Somewhere something went 
wrong. The freedom for the in- 
dividual idea behind states’ rights 
became a freedom-for-state-of- 
ficials idea. The state quit pro- 
tecting citizens from the federal 
government. It began protect- 
ing state politicians from citizens. 

The Tennessee voting case may 
not be the one to bring the fed- 
eral government (which does rep- 


resent the people) into the contro- 
versy. It may be that a Georgia 
case will be the one to do that. 
Some people believe the present 
attack on the county unit system 
in the First Congressional Dis- 
trict is a better case than the 
Tennessee one. 


Regardless of where and when 
it happens, though, it is obvious 
that something is going to happen. 
One man’s vote cannot continue to 
count 20 times more than an- 
other’s, as it does in Tennessee, 
or 98 times more than another's, 
as it does in Georgia.

THERE IS little doubt that Jus- 
tice Felix Frankfurter has not 
changed his mind on this issue. He 
wrote the opinion previously 
that said the matter is not up to 
the courts, but to the states. He

The executive secretary of the 
Georgia Education Association has 
proposed a four-year plan for rais- 
ing state teachers’ salaries to the 
national average. The proposal 
likely will figure strongly in the 
upcoming gubernatorial race. 

The national average for teach- 
ers is now $5,125, as compared 
with Georgia’s $4,078 average.

The Georgia Power Company 
has applied to the Federal Power 
Commission for a preliminary per- 


mit to study the feasibility of 
hydroelectric power development 
of the Flint River, according to 
John J. McDonald, company 
president. 


The proposed study will center 
about the Flint River areas of 
Crawford, Taylor, Upson, Talbot, 
Pike, and Meriwether counties. 
The study area comprises a 40- 
mile stretch of river. 


Because of the meager data 
now available on the river, the 
company will request enough time 
to make an intensive study of 
the section. Such work will in- 
clude surveys and geological in- 
vestigations as well as _ river 
flow studies, and the results will 
determine the actual feasibility 
of the project. Sites the power 
company study would include are 
the Lower Auchumpkee and Liza 
creeks and Spewrell Bluff. 


This additional capacity would

All of these cases are ex- 
amples of the same thing: learn- 
ing achieved over an extended 
period of time. 


Motivation has a_ particularly 
strong influence. An example of 
its effect is the boy who is poor 
at mathematics but who remem- 
bers the scores of numerous base- 
ball games and the. batting aver- 
ages of dozens of baseball play- 
ers to the nearest decimal point. 
He can calculate the cost of sev- 
en baseball tickets at $1.20 each, 
but has difficulty calculating the 
cost of seven pounds of steak 
at $1.20 a pound. 


USE YOUR ABILITY 


You can probably learn to 
make better use of your senses 
than you do now. For instance, the 
definition of a word results in 
a certain amount of remember- 
ing. Seeing the definition on 
paper results in a certain amount 
of remembering too. Therefore, 
when you both hear the defini- 
tion and see it your brain will 
receive two different types of 
messages and will remember the 
definition more easily. Experi- 
ments show this is true.

But the bleak Saturday night in Tallahassee was perhaps the 
longest of Griffith’s football life. Georgia raced up and down the 
field but neglected to cross the goal line. Florida State won, 3-0. 
With a first down on the three, Georgia failed to score. 


Griffith accepted full responsibility for play selections. And he 
agreed with second guessers that, granted another guess, he 
probably would change his strategy. He was referring to the 
Monday Morning Quarterbacks who nominated fullback Bill God- 
frey to haul the ball. Once again, however, the man did not serve 
up an alibi. 


After the Florida State contest, I did not believe the Uni- 
versity of Georgia would win another football game this season, 
an inexpert opinion shared by numerous citizens. If the Geor- 
gia football team intended to fold, now was the time. 


Mississippi State, a team winless in 20 straight trips to the 
SEC post, was established as a TD favorite over Georgia in the 
evening session of a Grant Field twin-bill. A turnaway crowd of 
45,000 watched Tech nip Auburn in the afternoon. Only 18,000 turned 
the turnstiles to see Georgia play State. 


Loyalists weren't treated to spectacular football, but they did 
see one of the most spirited efforts a Georgia team has made. 
The all-out effort, plus a deflected pass which was parlayed into a 
come-from-behind TD, promoted a 10-7 Georgia triumph.

Laws Asked 
To Aid City 
Jobless 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
head of the new Area Redevelop- 
ment Administration Sunday re- 
ported progress in the govern- 
ment’s new program to fight un- 
employment but said further leg- 


islation was needed to help the 
jobless in big cities. 


The statement was made by 
William L. Batt. Jr., whose area 
redevelopment administration was 
set up to help areas suffering from 


new industries and 
less workers. 


Batt said on an AFL-CIO spon- 
sored radio program that 43 per 
cent of 660 areas eligible for aid 
under the program have taken 
steps to get it despite the fact that 
the agency’s first appropriation 
became available only on Sept. 30. 


DIRKSEN CITED 


He made the statement when 
leader Everett M. Dirksen, IIL, 
said recently that the agency was 
set up five months ago but had 
‘turned out only a few sewer pro}- 
ects.” 


But Batt said that additional 
legislation was needed to help 
unemployed in areas ineligible for 
aid under the current program. 
He endorsed the administration 
bill to set up a $600 million pro- 
gram to help the jobless no mat- 
ter where they live. 


He said many unemployed work- 
ers who should be retrained are 
found in large cities and the 
current program includes only 
three or four major metropolitan 
areas. 


STUCK IN COMMITTEE 


The Senate passed the bill this 
year, but as Batt put it, the legis- 
lation is ‘“‘stuck in the House Rules 
Committee.” 


Batt was asked what his agen- 
cy was doing in West Virginia in 
view of the concern expressed by 
President John F. Kennedy dur- 
ing the 1960 election campaign 
about conditions in that state. 


He said a woodworking plant 
was underway, along with a pro- 
gram to “tear out’ industrial 
slums and put in industrial sites 
with sewers, water and access 
roads.

These 
are re-releases from old Victor singles, 
and although not in stereo, the sound 


is certainly bearable, and even better - 


than many modern recordings. 
The largest collection of Ellington 


records is under the Columbia label, 
and among the better ones are the gor- 
geous, strangely moving “Black, Brown 
and Beige” (recorded with Mahalia 
Jackson); the frantic “Liberian Suite,” 
the brilliant “Peter Gynt” and Nut- 
cracker” suites; the novel “Such Sweet 
Thunder” (loosely based on the Romeo 
and Juliet story); the interesting Drum 
Is a Woman” (tracing the history of the 
drum in this country and originally pro- 
duced for a TV show), and many other 
fine albums. 


Two highly touted soundtracks from 
the movies have recently invaded the 
markets and although they are as dif- 
ferent as Elvis and Enrico, they are both 
interesting. 

Of major interest is Henry Mancini’s 
new score for the Paramount movie 
“Breakfast at Tiffany’s” (RCA LPM/ 
LSP 2362). Its best feature is the haunt- 
ingly nostalgic “Moon River” theme. 
This one song, by the way, has, at last 
count, some 11 different versions in the 
record stores, The best one is by Jerry 
Butler. 


The other soundtrack is music by 
Frank Skinner from a nauseous movie 
called “Backstreet” (Decca DL-9097). It 
is lush, sweet and primarily stolen from 
such classics as the @hird Movement of 
Brahms’ “Third Symphony.” Well re- 
corded, there is no originality here, but 
a lot of soft and soothing, however in- 
nocuous, background music.
